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NORTH  CAROLINA  COMMITTEE  ON  NURSING  AND  PATIENT  CARE 
Martha  Adams,  R.  N.,  Winston-Salem,  NCSNA  Representative 

The  principal  objective  of  the  North  Carolina  Ccmmittee  on  Nursing 
and  Patient  Care  is  to  "Concern  itself  with  activities  involved  in  pro- 
viding better  patient  care  in  North  Carolina. . . "  A  contributory  objective 
is:  "To  afford  a  medium  for  liaison  between  the  three  groups  primarily 
and  directly  responsible  for  caring  for  the  sick,  namely,  physicians, 
nurses  and  hospital  administrators." 

Composed  of  representatives  of  the  various  health  organizations  and 
people  representing  the  public,  the  committee  meets  quarterly.  Current 
officers  are:  Chairman:  Dr.  John  McCain,  Wilson;  Vice  Chairman:  Miss 
Ruth  Dalrymple,  R.  N.,  Chapel  Hill;  Secretary  and  Treasurer:  Martha 
Adams,  R.  N. ,  Winston-Salem;  and  Assistant  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Mr. 
Demont  Ptoseman,  Jr.,  Chapel  Hill. 

The  North  Carolina  Ccmmittee  on  Nursing  and  Patient  Care  held  its 
regular  sessions  in  January,  April,  July,  and  October. 

The  programs  for  this  year  emphasized  (1)  the  need  to  support  well 
planned  Health  Legislation,  (2)  the  need  to  implenient  Hospital  Visitation 
programs  slanted  to  encourage  less  company  and  more  quiet  rest  to  the 
hospitalized  patient. 

Programs  Presented  were: 

January  15,  1965  -  "Proposed  Health  Legislation,  1965  General  Assembly" 

Participants  in  this  program  were  representative  members  of  the  State 
Medical  Society,  the  North  Carolina  Hospital  Association,  the  North 
Carolina  State  Nurses'  Association,  and  a  member  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. Each  described  the  program  of  Health  Legislation  supported 
by  the  represented  body. 

April  2,  1965  -  "New  Approaches  to  Patient  Care" 

The  program  participants  were  all  members  of  Staff  at  Duke  Hospital, 
Durham,  and  all  are  engaged  in  the  development  of  New  Program  at  the 
Institution.  Mr.  Charles  Frenzel,  the  Administrative  Director,  presented 
the  Unit  Administrator  Concept  as  a  new  approach  to  patient  care.  Mr. 
Charles  Boone,  Assistant  Administrative  Director,  described  the  new 
laundry  and  developments  in  Methodology.  Mr.  Ralph  Jennings,  Assistant 
Administrative  Director,  elaborated  on  new  developments  in  Hospital 
Diagnostic  Services.  Mr.  Louis  Swanson,  Assistant  Administrative  Dir- 
ector, discussed  new  concepts  in  Patient  Care  and  how  these  were  reflected 
in  Hospital  Construction.  Mr.  Don  Smith,  Coordinator,  Center  for  Hospital 
Continuing  Education,  told  the  ccmmittee  about  the  five  planned  area 
programs  sponsored  by  grants.  Each  control  center,  of  which  Duke 
Hospital  is  one,  is  allowed  to  give  assistance  to  nearby  hospitals  in 
evaluating  their  situation  and/or  organizing  Educational  Programs. 

July  16,  1965  -  "Hospital  Visitation  Report" 

This  was  presented  by  Dr.  Robert  Cadmus  and  Mr.  Robert  Hefner,  who 
made  the  study,  reported  findings  and  made  recommendations.  Copies  of 
the  report  were  distributed  to  members  of  the  Committee.  A  proposed 
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plan  for  developing  a  statewide  program,  and  one  which  could  need  much 
financial  assistance  to  implement  will  be  proposed. 

October  15,  1965  -  "Committee  on  the  Improvement  of  Patient  Care" 

Program  participants  will  be  Hospital  Administrators.  All  meetings 
have  been  well  attended  and  the  Committee  has  had  good  publicity  for  its 
programs.  In  addition  to  good  News  Releases,  a  brochure  describing  the 
activities  and  organization  of  the  Committee  has  been  prepared  to  hand 
out  to  interested  persons.  A  film,  "Mrs.  Reynolds  Needs  a  Nurse,"  was 
purchased  to  be  used  by  any  group  wishing  to  use  it  in  State  wide 
recruitment  for  health  fields.  The  film  may  be  secured  through  North 
Carolina  Department  of  Public  Health,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina. 

It  has  truly  been  an  interesting  year  of  work  for  the  Committee. 
It  is  my  privilege,  and  I  feel  so  honored  to  serve  as  your  representative. 


THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  COUNCIL  OF  WOMEN'S  ORGANIZATIONS 
Mrs.  Flora  W.  Stanley,  R.  N.,  Durham,  NCSNA  Representative 

The  Council  is  a  non  profit  organization  made  up  of  31  Women's 
Organizations  and  is  supported  entirely  by  contributions.  In  addition  to 
the  contribution  of  each  affiliated  organization  this  year  there  were  154 
sponsors  who  contributed  just  under  one  thousand  dollars. 

A  conf iderital  Leadership  Roster  from  which  political  and  non-political 
appointments  have  been  made  to  positons  of  responsibility.  This  Roster 
is  now  being  expanded  to  include  a  Volunteers  Bureau  which  will  work 
closely  with  the  North  Carolina  Fund  in  promoting  its  program. .. .hoping 
to  spread  the  influence  of  the  North  Carolina  Fund  into  areas  not  now 
covered. 

The  Annual  Public  Affairs  Conference  held  last  October,  1964,  (here- 
after to  be  known  as  the  Fall  Forum)  dealt  with  the  general  status  of 
women.  There  was  a  report  of  the  Commission  on  the  Status  of  Women's 
Report  by  Dr.  Anne  Scott. 

The  Annual  Leadership  Training  Workshop  held  in  July,  1965,  for  the 
purpose  of  training  leaders  of  the  affiliated  groups  was  opened  to  leaders 
of  other  groups.  There  was  an  attendance  of  67,  who  heard  discussions 
on  Court  Reform,  American  Ugliness,  Parliamentary  Procedure  in  addition 
to  the  classes  on  Interpersonal  Communications  and  Leadership  Skills. 

The  Annual  Director  of  voluntary  organizations  was  published 
September  1,  1965,  and  distributed  to  Council  members,  (since  it  also 
serves  as  a  Council  Yearbook,)  to  sponsors,  to  advertisers, to  organizations 
listed  therein,  to  interested  persons,  and  a  few  were  sold  to  commercial 
concerns.  The  Department  of  Archives  in  Raleigh  requested  that  the  file 
of  past  Directories  be  brought  up  to  date  and  that  it  be  placed  on  the 
permanent  mailing  list.  This  is  being  done. 

With  24  other  organizations  the  Council  co-sponsored  the  Annual 
World  Affairs  Conference  in  Chapel  Hill  in  March.  Dr.  Harlan  Cleveland, 
Assistant  Secretary  of  State  for  International  Organization  Affairs, 
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discussed  the  "Role  of  the  United  States  in  World  Affairs"  and  Dr.   William 
S.  Guad,   Deputy  Administrator,  Agency  for  International  Development,   dis- 
cussed ''United  States  Foreigh  Aid:     Political  or  Moral  Issue."     A  panel 
discussed  the  "United  States  Citizen  and  United  States  Foreign  Policy." 
The  luncheon  speaker  was  Mrs.   Elizabeth  Koontz,   President  of  the  National 
Association  for  Classroom  Teachers. 

The  North  Carolina  Council  on  World  Affairs  is  endorsing  an  NBC  3  1/2 
hour  telecast,   "American  White  Paper,"  which  deals  with  the  long  range 
problems  which  face  the  United  States  in  the  field  of  international 
relations.     This  will  be  Tuesday,  September  7,    1965  from  7:30  to  11:00 
P.M.    (EDT)

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A  complete  nevibixin  oi  the  student  loan  pKogmxm  was  accomplished 
and  the  September,  issue  ai  the  Jan.  Heel  Nunse  canAies  complete  inhuma- 
tion on  these  change*.     The  legislation  simpliiies  and  consolidates 
the.  loan  pnogn/xms  ion  which  the.  Commission  is  nesponsible  and  authonizes 
the  Commission  in  iXs  discretion  to  add  pKognams  in  areas  oi  cniXical 
need.

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NORTH  CAROLINA  MENTAL  HEALTH  COUNCIL 
Martha  Clyde  Davis,  R.  N.,  Chapel  Hill,  NCSNA  and  NCLN  Representative 

This  past  year,  meetings  of  the  North  Carolina  Mental  Health  Council 
were  held  on  the  following  dates:  September  18,  1964;  December  11,  1964; 
February  12,  1965;  and  May  14,  1965.  Again,  the  chief  topic  of  on-going 
interest  and  responsibility  was  the  State  Mental  Health  Planning  Project, 
with  the  addition  of  the  State  Planning  Project  for  Mental  Retardation. 
At  each  Council  meeting,  Dr.  Harvey  Smith,  Mental  Health  Planning  Project 
Director,  reported  on  progress  being  made  by  the  Mental  Health  Planning 
Staff.  Dr.  Smith  kept  Council  members  informed  of  studies  that  were 
underway  and  remaining  projected  plans  of  the  Planning  Project. 

One  of  the  functions  of  the  Mental  Health  Planning  Staff  this  past 
year  was  to  address  schedules  of  questions  to  the  different  agencies, 
associations,  and  professional  groups  represented  on  the  North  Carolina 
Mental  Health  Council.  As  many  of  you  know  by  now,  nursing  was  involved 
in  that  aspect  of  the  Mental  Health  Planning  effort. 

Since  this  writer  serves  as  representative  for  the  two  professional 
organizations  on  the  North  Carolina  Mental  Health  Council,  Mr.  Robert 
Pickard,  a  member  of  the  Mental  Health  Planning  Staff,  contacted  me 
regarding  the  involvement  of  nursing  in  the  mental  health  planning  effort. 
Mr.  Pickard  presented  a  series  of  questions  which  he  wanted  addressed  to 
nursing  (A  sample  of  the  questionnaire  is  attached  to  this  report.)  The 
questions  were  designed  to  elicit  from  those  persons  in  the  State  concerned 
with  mental  health,  1)  views  as  to  the  necessary  elements  of  a  comprehen- 
sive mental  health  program,  and  2)  the  part  that  nursing  might  play  in 
the  development  and  maintenance  of  such  programs. 

A  quick  review  of  the  questionnaire  prepared  for  nursing  revealed 
not  only  very  thought-provoking  questions  but  some  questions  which  embodied 
rather  "controversial"  issues.  It  was  recognized  that  a  prepared  response 
to  any  one  of  the  questions  could  require  considerable  time  and  effort 
and  that  the  controversial  questions  were  likely  to  elicit  a  divergence 
of  opinions. 

Because  of  the  nature  of  the  questionnaire,  Mr.  Pickard  suggested 
that  I,  as  the  nurse  representative  on  the  Council,  might  assign  certain 
questions  to  certain  nurses  throughout  the  State.  For  the  reasons  already 
discussed,  it  was  decided  that  no  nurse  would  be  assigned  more  than  two 
of  the  questions. 

As  your  representative,  I  sent  copies  of  the  questionnaire  to  Mrs. 
Ruth  Peters,  President  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Nurses'  Association; 
Dr.  Eloise  Lewis,  First  Vice  President  of  NCSNA  and  Director  of  the 
Continuation  Education  Program,  University  of  North  Carolina  School  of 
Nursing;  Miss  Janet  Campbell,  who  was  then  President  of  the  North  Carolina 
League  for  Nursing;  Mrs.  Marie  B.  Noell,  Executive  Director,  North 
Carolina  State  Nurses'  Association;  Miss  Helen  Peeler,  Associate  Executive 
Director  and  Counselor,  NCSNA;  and  to  Miss  Carrie  Spurgeon  and  Staff, 
North  Carolina  Board  of  Nursing. 

The  above  persons  were  asked  to  study  the  questionnaire  and  then  to 
suggest  to  this  writer  the  names  of  nurses  who  might  be  willing  and 
interested  in  participating  in  this  project.  Replies,  with  lists  of 
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suggested  respondents,  came  in  from  all  but  one  of  the  above  mentioned 
persons.   (This  writer  submitted  names  too.) 

Nurse  participants  were  not  limited  to  those  in  psychiatric  or 
mental  health  fields.  Nurses  from  different  settings  and  clinical 
specialties  were  included;  also,  a  few  out-of-state  nurses. 

Early  in  January,  letters  with  enclosed  question  assignments  were 
prepared  to  go  out  to  the  nurse  respondents.  Due  to  burgeoning  work 
and  other  priorities,  however,  the  Project  Staff  did  not  mail  the  nurses' 
questionnaires  until  early  in  February.  Nurse  respondents  were  asked 
to  prepare  written  answers  to  the  questions  assigned  them  and  to  return 
their  responses  to  this  writer  by  February  25,  1965. 

Originally  it  had  been  Mr.  Pickard's  intention  thatvhen  the  nurses' 
responses  to  the  questionnaires  were  returned,  replies  were  to  be 
collated  and  duplicated.  Answers  to  all  the  questions  were  to  be 
distributed  to  each  nurse  who  participated  in  the  project.  Time  was  to 
be  allowed  for  consideration  of  all  the  answers,  and  then  it  was  Mr. 
Pickard's  plan  that  a  group  meeting  be  held  to  allow  respondents  to  com- 
ment on  those  sections  of  the  questionnaire  prepared  by  others . 

All  the  above  plans  were  followed  through,  except  the  plan  for  a 
group  meeting. 

Nurses'  replies  to  the  questionnaires  came  in.  The  replies  were 
processed  by  the  Mental  Health  Planning  Staff.   In  May,  1965,  a  58  page 
type-written,  single-spaced  document  was  mailed  to  each  of  the  nurses 
who  participated  in  the  project.  That  document  included  the  original 
questionnaire  with  all  the  answers  received  from  nurse  participants. 

In  a  letter  which  accompanied  my  copy  of  the  nursing  report,  Mr. 
Pickard  stated:  "I  believe  that  this  excellent  report  will  make  a 
significant  contribution  to  North  Carolina's  Mental  Health  Plan." 

After  a  few  weeks  elapsed  and  I  heard  of  no  plans  for  a  group 
meeting  with  the  nurses,  I  contacted  the  Mental  Health  Planning  Staff 
to  make  an  inquiry.  Mr.  Pickard  was  not  available  at  that  time,  so  I 
talked  with  Dr.  Harvey  Smith,  Project  Director. 

Dr.  Smith  indicated  that  plans  for  a  group  meeting  with  the  nurses 
had  to  be  relinquished.  He  pointed  out  that  the  Mental  Health  Planning 
Project  terminated  in  June,  1965.  Appointments  of  Project  Staff  also 
terminated  in  June.  Project  grants  were  running  out,  and  the  final  weeks 
between  the  preparation  of  nursing's  report  in  May  and  the  termination 
of  the  total  Planning  Project  in  June  were  extremely  busy  ones.  Manus- 
cripts were  in  the  final  stages  of  preparation,  and  project  staff  were 
in  the  throes  of  trying  to  complete  many  tasks  that  had  been  undertaken. 

Dr.  Smith  indicated  that  he  and  Mr.  Pickard  had  thought  the  written 
report  from  the  nurses  was  a  very  worthwhile  contribution  to  the  total 
mental  health  planning  effort.  Dr.  Smith  expressed  his  appreciation 
to  all  nurses  who  had  participated  and  indicated  that  the  report  from 
nursing  would  become  an  integral  part  of  his  final  report  from  the  total 
Mental  Health  Planning  Project.  That  report  will  be  presented  to  the 
North  Carolina  Mental  Health  Council. 
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The  Mental  Health  Council  heard  Dr.  Smith's  final  report  at  the 
May  meeting  and  approved  it  as  outlined.  The  completed  report  from  the 
Mental  Health  Planning  Project  was  to  be  submitted  to  H.E.W.  by  September  1, 
196S.  Dr.  Smith  stated  that  the  final  report  would  cover  about  1,000 
pages,  including  800  pages  of  area  reviews  and  70  or  more  base  line  data 
maps.  The  report  was  to  designate  twenty-seven  service  areas  with  the 
type  of  mental  health  services  needed  in  each:  construction  plans,  a 
discussion  of  program  plans,  a  plan  for  the  reorganization  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Mental  Health,  and  a  plan  for  the  increase  of  unit  services.   (The 
Planning  Project  terminated  in  June.) 

I  was  glad  that  the  North  Carolina  Mental  Health  Planning  Staff 
invited  participation  from  nurses  in  the  comprehensive  mental  health  plan 
for  this  State.   I  would  like  to  thank  again  those  nurses  who  participated 
in  this  project. 

Other  activities  of  the  Mental  Health  Council  this  past  year  were  as 
follows:  At  the  September,  1964,  meeting,  Council  members  heard  Dr.  Eugene 
Hargrove  and  members  of  his  staff  report  on  activities  of  the  Department 
of  Mental  Health  during  its  first  year  of  operation.  Dr.  Hargrove  reported 
that  since  the  Department  of  Mental  Health  was  created  in  1963,  700  employees 
had  been  added  in  the  mental  hospitals  and  centers  for  the  retarded, 
making  the  forty  hour  week  a  reality.  The  legislature  increased  the 
operating  budget  for  the  institutions  for  the  next  two  years  by  approxi- 
mately twenty  per  cent,  or  just  under  $10,000,000  for  the  two  years.   In 
addition  $9,611,400  was  appropriated  for  remodeling  and  repairing  existing 
structures  and  facilities.  There  was  also  an  appropriation  of  $400,000 
to  be  administered  by  the  North  Carolina  Medical  Care  Commission  on  a 
matched  basis  with  Hill-Burton  Funds  for  the  construction  of  mental 
health  clinics  during  the  next  biennium.  The  total  appropriations  bill 
for  the  mental  hospitals  and  institutions  for  the  retarded  was  over 
$52,000,000. 

The  Legislature  also  provided  $1,800,000  to  various  State  institu- 
tions, agencies,  and  departments  for  a  cooperative  program  dealing  with 
the  problem  of  mental  retardation.  In  accordance  with  the  purposes  of 
the  appropriations,  a  center  for  mental  retardation  and  a  training  insti- 
tute for  teachers  of  the  retarded  was  established  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina.  Also,  a  training  institute  for  professional  and  non-pro- 
fessional personnel  was  started  at  Murdoch. 

Dr.  Hargrove  reported  on  changes  in  the  mental  health  code.  Those 
revisions  included:  1)  elimination  of  discrimination  between  the  general 
mental  patient  and  the  alcoholic;  2)  provision  for  a  second  hearing  before 
indefinite  commitment  to  a  State  psychiatric  hospital;  3)  no  longer  any 
segregation  of  facilities  by  race;  and  4)  legal  commitment  no  longer 
necessary  for  admission  of  mentally  retarded  to  residential  centers. 

Dr.  Stratas,  Director  of  Training  and  Education  in  the  Department  of 
Mental  Health,  summarized  progress  over  the  past  year  and  outlined  some 
plans  for  the  future.   In  addition  to  expressed  hopes  that  the  residency 
program  at  Dix  Hospital  would  expand,  Dr.  Stratas  said  plans  had  been 
laid  for  the  development  of  another  residency  training  program  at  John 
Umstead  Hospital  and  that  plans  were  being  laid  for  specialty  training 
in  child  psychiatry. 
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At  the  December  meeting,  Council  members  heard  Mr.  Robert  Lassiter, 
the  new  State  Director  of  Vocational  Rehabilitation,  give  a  report  on 
the  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Program  in  North  Carolina.  Mr.  Lassiter 
pointed  out  that  for  the  forty-two  years  the  Vocational  Rehabilitation 
Program  had  been  in  operation  in  North  Carolina,  emphasis  had  been  on 
rehabilitation  of  the  physically  handicapped  until  a  special  act  of  the 
1963  legislature  expanded  services  to  the  mentally  ill  and  retarded. 
Mr.  Lassiter  discussed  the  vocational  rehabilitation  facilities  at 
Kinston,  Goldsboro,  3utner,  and  Morganton.  He  talked  about  the  addition 
of  supervisory  and  counseling  staff,  plans  for  the  development  of 
sheltered  workshops  and  halfway  houses,  and  also  mentioned  a  Winston- 
Salem  pilot  project  being  carried  out  to  see  how  Special  Education  and 
Vocational  Rehabilitation  could  work  out  a  continuous  program  of  vocational 
training  and  job  placemert. 

The  February,  1965,  meeting  was  designated  for  reports  on  pending 
legislation  from  the  various  professional  groups  or  disciplines  repre- 
sented on  the  Council.  At  that  meeting,  this  writer  outlined  suggestions 
for  the  redraft  of  the  Nurse  Practice  Act.   Information  relative  to  the 
nursing  legislation  was  offered  as  "information  only,"  i.e.,  the  Council's 
endorsement  was  not  sought. 

The  North  Carolina  Psychological  Association  was  seeking  a  licensing 
law  during  that  session  of  the  legislative  assembly.  At  the  February 
Council  meeting,  however,  the  Psychological  Association's  bill  had  not 
been  drafted  in  its  full  form. 

The  program  at  the  February  meeting  was  presented  by  Mr.  Robert  L. 
Denny,  Executive  Director  of  the  Governor's  Advisory  Council  on  Mental 
Retardation.  The  1963  General  Assembly  created  and  appropriated  funds 
for  an  on-going  Council  on  Mental  Retardation.  The  Council  is  charged 
with  the  following  responsibilities:   1.  to  study  ways  and  means  of 
promoting  public  understanding  of  mental  retardation  in  North  Carolina; 
2.  to  consider  the  need  for  new  State  programs  and  laws  in  the  field  of 
mental  retardation;  and  3.  to  make  recommendations  to  and  advise  the 
Governor  on  matters  relating  to  mental  retardation. 

The  Mental  Retardation  Council,  through  its  Committees,  has  initiated 
intensive  studies  with  all  existing  facilities,  agencies,  and  programs. 
From  these  studies,  twelve  major  recommendations  were  made  to  the  Governor. 
Other  studies  are  underway  and  additional  recommendations  will  be  made 
from  time  to  time.  A  review  of  recent  progress  indicates  the  following: 
1.  the  plan  for  a  Child  Development  Center  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  and  the  award  of  the  grant  from  the  Kennedy  Foundation  to  aid 
in  planning;  2.  extension  of  graduate  training  programs  for  teachers 
of  the  retarded  in  public  schools;  3.  the  University  of  North  Carolina-- 
Murdoch  Training  Institutes  in  Mental  Retardation;  4.  extension  of  special 
education  programs  to  include  scholarships,  curriculum  specialists, 
curriculum  library,  and  special  training  materials;  S.  establishment  of 
sheltered  workshops,  Rehabilitation  Houses,  and  addition  of  Counseling 
Specialists  in  mental  retardation  under  the  Federal-State  Vocational 
Rehabilitation  Program;  6.  establishment  of  seven  regional  Developmental 
Evaluation  Clinics  across  the  State  by  the  Section  on  Mental  Retardation, 
and  the  addition  of  Health  Supervisory  Clinics  by  the  Department  of  Public' 
Health;  7.  initiation  of  a  central  laboratory  in  the  Department  of  Health 
in  Raleigh  for  metabolic  screening  of  all  newborn  infants;  8.  recommendation 
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for  change  in  the  allotment  of  teachers  for  classes  for  the  educable 
retarded  and  for  funds  for  the  construction  of  mental  retardation  facilities 
through  the  Medical  Care  Commission;  9.  recommendation  for  additional 
positions  for  psychologists  in  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  to  increase 
the  psychological  services  available  for  screening  the  mentally  retarded; 
10.  endorsement  of  the  "B"  Budget  requests  as  pertains  to  mental  retardation 
in  the  budgets  of  Public  Health,  Education,  and  Mental  Health. 

The  Council  on  Mental  Retardation  was  awarded  a  Federal  grant  to 
develop  a  State  Comprehensive  plan  and  to  provide  personnel  to  help  com- 
munities in  developing  the  State  plan.  The  community  phase  of  planning 
and  self  study  has  already  been  initiated. 

At  the  May  meeting,  the  Medical  Care  Commission  was  voted  in  as  a 
member  of  the  Mental  Health  Council.  This  step  seemed  especially 
appropriate,  since  the  Commission  will  use  the  Mental  Health  Council  in 
an  advisory  capacity  in  connection  with  construction  of  new,  comprehensive 
mental  health  centers. 

At  the  same  meeting,  Mr.  Eugene  Brown,  Commissioner  of  Public  Welfare, 
gave  a  brief  history  of  public  welfare  in  North  Carolina.  Members  of 
Mr.  Brown's  staff  discussed  medical  services,  services  to  the  aging,  child 
welfare  services,  psychological  services,  and  community  services  with  the 
demonstration  project  which  constitutes  an  effort  "to  break  the  Cycle  of 
Poverty." 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Mental  Health  Council  will  be  on  Friday, 
September  24.  The  program  will  center  around  new  federal  and  state  pro- 
grams designed  to  "break  the  cycle  of  poverty"  and  help  school  drop  outs.

Representing  the  North  Carolina  State  Nurses'  Association,  I  gave 
the  report  of  the  Gerontology  Project  at  the  U.N.C.  School  of  Nursing.

The  Committee  agreed  that  no  changes  are  needed  at  this  time  in  NCSNA 
Bylaws,  since  major  changes  in  structure  are  under  consideration.

The  program  as  presented  to  the  membership  at  the  1965  convention 
is  evidence  of  the  Committee's  work.

This  Committee  held  one  meeting  during  the  year.  At  this  meeting, 
the  Committee  heard  reviews  of  situations  in  three  hospitals  where  nurses 
had  called  upon  NCSNA  to  assist  in  improving  working  conditions.  These 
hospitals  then  raised  salaries  to  meet  the  NCSNA  Minimum  Employment 
Standards.  The  Committee   conmended  these  hospitals  by  letter  and  press 
releases. 

The  Committee  strongly  suggests:  when  nurses  are  seeking  improvements 
in  employment  standards  that  they  demonstrate  their  concern  (1)  for  pat- 
ient care,  (2)  improved  nursing  practice  and  (3)  inservice  education. 
Nurses  must  justify  better  salaries  by  improved  nursing  performance.  The 
Committee  also  noted  the  key  role  of  the  director  of  nurses  in  determining 
who  gives  the  patient  care  in  the  individual  institution. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Committee,  Betty  Long  prepared  an  article 
for  the  June  Tar  Heel  Nurse  expressing  some  of  these  views  of  the  Committee. 
The  article,  "Are  You  Still  A  Nurse?,"  brought  much  favorable  response. 

Each  NCSNA  section  is  working  on  revisions  of  minimum  employment 
standards  which  will  be  presented  to  the  respective  membership  at  the 
annual  meetings  in  October. 

The  Committee  was  informed  that  one  district  was  investigating  the 
possibilities  of  arranging  a  TV  program  on  the  economic  situation  of 
nurses. 

The  state  association  and  the  districts  are  encouraged  to  use  the 
material  in  the  course  outline,  "Economics  for  Nurses;"  available  from 
ANA.  While  the  Committee  felt  that  in  this  state  we  are  not  yet  ready 
to  attempt  a  formal  course  on  this  subject  at  a  college  or  university, 
it  was  recommended  that  sore  of  the  content  of  the  course  outline  be  used 
for  program  meetings  on  both  state  and  district  levels.  It  was  also 
suggested  that  nurses  be  encouraged  to  attend  adult  education  courses  on 
economics  already  available  and  that  the  agencies  planning  and  conducting 
these  courses  be  asked  to  incorporate  some  of  the  material  from  the  ANA 
course  outline  which  might  be  especially  helpful  to  nurses.

The  Committee  on  Finance  met  with  the  President,  Mrs.  Ruth  F.  Peters, 
at  Headquarter' s  Office  in  Raleigh  on  October  1,  1965.  A  review  was  made 
of  the  income  and  expenditures  for  1964  and  from  January  1,  1965,  to 
September  30,  1965.  The  expected  needs  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Nurses' 
Association  for  1966  were  carefully  weighed  against  the  income.  A  pro- 
posed budget  for  1966  was  prepared  for  consideration  by  the  Board.

The  Committee  met  once  during 
the  past  year. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  much  legislative  activity  in  areas  of  concern 
to  nurses — on  both  the  state  and  national  level.  Perhaps  the  most  signifi- 
cant development  was  the  passage  of  a  new  Nurse  Practice  Act  by  the  North 
Carolina  General  Assembly.  The  new  Act  contains  mandatory  licensure  for 
registered  nurses  and  licensed  practical  nurses.  This  has  been  a  legisla- 
tive aim  of  NCSNA  for  many  years.  Content  of  the  new  law  has  been  dis- 
cussed in  articles  in  recent  issues  of  Tar  Heel  Nurse. 

The  Committee  on  Legislation  participated  in  formulating  the  draft  of 
this  legislation  as  it  was  presented  to  the  General  Assembly,  and  the 
Association  strongly  supported  the  bill,  on  the  basis  of  action  by  the 

1964  NCSNA  House  of  Delegates  empowering  the  Board  of  Directors  "to  act  on 
behalf  of  the  Association  on  any  final  legislative  proposals  during  the 

1965  General  Assembly."  Many  members  of  NCSNA  attended  legislative  hearings 
on  this  bill,  including  the  President,  Mrs.  Ruth  F.  Peters,  and  Mrs. 
Margaret  B.  Dolan,  Committee  co-chairman,  who  spoke  in  its  support. 

Several  other  bills  of  concern  to  nurses  were  considered  by  the  1965 
General  Assembly:

6.  Legislation  was  passed  enabling  the  North  Carolina  Medical  Care 
Commission  to  revise  itl>  student  loan  program  to  allow  faK  more 
{lexibillty  and  {on.  more  equitably  meeting  the  financial  needs 
o{  recipients  who  one  nuns-big  students. 

On  the  national  scene,  NCSNA  has  been  busy  throughout  1965  in  written 
and  personal  contact  with  North  Carolina  members  of  Congress  about  legis- 
lation of  concern  to  members  of  this  Association. 

NCSNA  was  represented  by  three  persons  at  the  1965  Conference  on 
Legislation  conducted  by  the  American  Nurses'  Association  in  March  in 
Washington,  D.  C.  Attending  were  the  co-chairmen  of  the  NCSNA  Committee 
on  Legislation,  Mrs.  Margaret  B.  Dolan  and  Atha  Howell,  and  Mrs.  Frances  N. 
Miller  of  the  staff.  During  the  conference  they  made  personal  visits 
with  most  of  the  North  Carolina  representatives  in  Congress  and  discussed 
the  views  of  North  Carolina  nurses  on  several  matters  pending  in  Congress. 

NCSNA  supported  Medicare,  which  has  now  become  law  under  the  Social 
Security  Amendments  of  1965.  Contents  of  this  Act,  Public  Law  89-97, 
are  outlined  in  an  article  in  the  September  Tar  Heel  Nurse. 

NCSNA  also  has  made  written  or  personal  contact  with  Congrssmen  and 
Senators  about  the  following  legislation: 

1.  NCSNA  supported  elimination  o{  non-profit  hospitals  {rom  exemption 
'mder  the  Ta{t-Hantley  Act  {rom  mandatory  collective  bargaining. 
Congress  dropped  this  proposal,  but  ANA's  work  at  this  session 
succeeded  in  drawing  attention  to  the  need  {or  removing  non- 
profit hospitals  {rom  this  exemption. 

2.  UCSNA  supported  extending  coverage  o{  the  Fair  Labor  Standards 
Act  to  health  care  facilities.     This  would  extend  to  employees 
o{  hospitals  and  other  such  facilities  minimum  wage  and  overtime 
protections.     No  {inal  action  has  been  taken  on  this  legislation. 

3.  HCSNA  urged  defeat  o{  a  technical  amendment  to  the  Health  Pro- 
{essions  Education  and  Assistance  Act  which  would  eliminate 
rational  accreditation  o{  nursing  schools  as  a  requirement  {or 
obtaining  federal  {unds.     Baccalaureate  and  associate  degree 
programs  would  be  a{{ected.     Mrs.  Margaret  B.  Dolan  spoke  on 
behalf  o{  ANA  at  hearings  on  September  &  before  the  Health 
Subcommittee  o{  the  Senate  Committee  on  Labor  and  Public  Wel{are. 
She  and  representatives  o{  the  Motional  League  {or  Nursing  and 
the  Department  o{  Health  Education  and  Welfare  urged  that  this 
technical  amendment  be  removed  and  that  requirements  {or  national 
accreditation  o{  nuning  programs  be  retained.

A  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  held  in  Headquarter 's  Office  on  June  30, 
1965,  with  all  members  present.  The  month  of  November,  1965,  was  designated 
as  the  month  for  a  concentrated  membership  campaign.   Plans  were  made  for 
the  program  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Council  of  NCSNA, 
October  26,  1965  to  feature  membership  promotion.  Members  of  this  Com- 
mittee will  participate  in  the  program. 

The  Committee  plans  to  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Directors  that  a 
Workshop  on  "Membership  Promotion"  be  held  in  September,  1966. 

A  Guide  for  District  Membership  Committees  has  been  prepared  by  Mrs . 
Billie  Jean  Murrell  and  has  been  distributed  to  the  district  associations. 
The  Membership  Committee  believes  this  Guide  will  be  very  helpful  to 
district  committees  in  promoting  membership. 

In  August  a  letter  of  congratulations  and  membership  invitation  was 
sent  to  all  new  graduates  who  wrote  State  Board  Examinations  in  June. 
A  similar  letter  was  sent  to  August  graduates.  Also  in  September  a  letter 
regarding  ANA  membership  promotion  was  sent  to  district  presidents,  dir- 
ectors of  nursing  and  directors  of  nursing  education.  These  letters 
included  copies  of  promotional  material. 

The  Chairman  prepared  an  article  for  the  September,  1965,  issue  of 
the  Tar  Heel  Nurse  entitled  "You  The  Member."  This  article  focuses 
attention  to  the  responsibility  of  the  member  to  inform  nonmember  nurses 
of  membership  benefits  and  privileges. 

The  highlight  of  the  year  for  three  members  of  this  Committee  was 
the  opportunity  of  attending  the  ANA  Conference  on  "Membership  Promotion" 
in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  April  21-23,  1965.  Members  of  the  Committee 
attending  the  Conference  were:  Carolyn  Williams,  Ruth  Falls,  and  Aral 
Pace.  Helen  E.  Peeler,  NCSNA  Associate  Executive  Director  and  Counselor, 
also,  attended.  A  report  of  this  Conference  will  be  included  in  the  pro- 
gram for  the  Advisory  Council  meeting.  The  Chairman  wishes  to  thank  the 
Association  for  providing  expenses  for  her  to  attend  this  informative 
Conference. 

A  survey  of  membership  of  NCSNA  Membership  statistics  as  of  June  30, 
1965,  showed  an  increase  of  133  members  as  compared  with  the  same  date 
last  year.  As  of  September  30,  1965,  the  total  membership  was  3,468  as 
compared  to  3,344  at  the  end  of  September,  1964.

The  Committee  on  Nurses'  Professional  Registries  met  in  Headquarter's 
Office  on  June  1,  1965,  with  the  following  attending;  three  committee  members; 
Mrs.  Marie  B.  Noell,  Executive  Director  of  NCSNA;  Helen  E.  Peeler,  Associate 
Executive  Director;  and  Anna  Wolfgang,  Director  of  ANA  Registry  Program. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  felt  that  it  was  a  privilege  to  have 
Miss  Wolfgang  from  the  American  Nurses'  Association  and  to  share  with  NCSNA 
Committee  information  about  the  ANA  Registry  Program  and  its  future  plans. 
Miss  Wolfgang  visited  six  of  the  nurses'  professional  registries  in  the 
state  and  met  with  registrars,  registry  committees,  and  private  duty  nurses. 

The  Model  Form  for  Registry  Rules  was  revised  and  the  revisions  have 
been  approved  by  the  NCSNA  Board  of  Directors.  The  revised  Model  Form  will 
be  sent  to  the  nurses'  professional  registries. 

The  Committee  discussed  matters  relating  to  the  sound  administration 
and  operation  of  the  registry,  and  to  service  to  the  registrants .  After 
much  discussion  the  group  recommends  that  each  nurses'  professional  registry 
have: 

(1)  Standards  for  the  Registry; 

(2)  Up-to-date  policies  and  rules  for  the  Registry; 

(3)  Policies  and  rules  relative  to  retirement  of  registrants;  and 

(4)  Job  description  and  personnel  policies  for  the  director  of  the 
Registry 
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a.  Annual  physical,  and 

b.  A  physical  examination  required  at  the  age  of  65  and  mandatory 
retirement  at  the  age  of  70. 

The  Committee  was  informed  of  Federal  and  State  legislation  affecting 
registries  and  registrants  during  the  last  few  years.

The  primary  functions  of  this  Carmittee  are: 

(1)  To  advise  with  regard  to  operation  of  the  State  Professional 
Counseling  and  Placement  Service, 

(2)  To  formulate  policies  which  serve  as  a  basis  for  operation  of 
State  PC&PS, 

(3)  To  assist  in  promoting  the  State  PC&PS,  and 

(4)  To  establish  criteria  to  be  used  in  developing,  maintaining, 
and  evaluating  the  PC&PS  of  the  various  districts  of  NCSNA. 

The  Ccmmittee  on  PC&PS  held  one  meeting  during  the  year  on  April  1, 
1965,  with  four  members  attending.  The  members  of  the  Carmittee  were 
honored  to  have  Mrs.  Evelyn  B.  Ferguson  meet  with  the  group.  Mrs.  Ferguson 
reviewed  for  the  Carmittee  members  the  ANA  PC&PS -history,  important  steps 
in  establishment  of  the  program,  confidentiality  of  records,  etc.  She 
also  summarized  the  ANA  Board  actions  and  the  progress  regarding  the 
reorganization  of  ANA  PC&PS  and  centralization  of  Record  Service. 

Other  items  discussed  by  the  Ccmmittee  were: 

(1)  History  and  development  of  NCSNA  PC&PS 

(2)  Composition  and  functions  of  a  district  ccmmittee 

(3)  Revision  of  the  NCSNA  PC&PS  Manual 

The  chairman  strongly  recommends  that  at  least  one  member  of  this 
Carmittee  be  reappointed  to  serve  on  the  PC&PS  Ccmmittee  in  1966  to 
insure  better  coordination  and  continuity  of  the  work  of  the  Committee.

This  year,  the  Committee  which  represents  the  membership  catagories 
of  NCSNA  has  dealt  with  two  major  items  of  genuine  concern. 

At  the  January  meeting,  we  carried  out  the  mandate  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  (Convention  meeting,  October,  1964)  to  prepare  "Guidelines 
for  Handling  Alleged  Violations  of  the  Code  for  Professional  Nurses  By 
the  District  Associations."  Using  the  materials  submitted  by  the  ANA 
Committee  on  Ethical  Practice,  our  Committee  produced  a  four-page  "Guide" 
which  was  presented  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  NCSNA  at  the  midyear 
meeting,  March  17.  The  Directors  approved  the  "Guide"  and  directed  its 
distribution  to  the  president  and  other  officers  of  each  district  associa- 
tion. The  Committee  believes  that  the  "Guide"  succinctly  describes  a 
reasonable  procedure  "for  handling  alleged  violations  of  the  Code  in 
a  positive  and  helpful  way  so  that  the  nurse  will  be  restored,  the  pro- 
fession will  fulfill  its  obligations  to  the  public  and  the  public  will 
maintain  its  faith  and  confidence  in  the  nursing  profession."  (Preface 
of  the  Guide) . 

The  June  meeting  was  called  to  consider  a  revised  statement  made  by 
the  American  Heart  Association  on  the  closed  chest  method  of  cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation.  This  statement  has  been  endorsed  by  the  American  National 
Red  Cross,  the  Industrial  Medical  Association  and  the  United  States  Public 
Health  Service.  The  ANA  has  declined  the  invitation  to  add  its  endorsement 
on  the  principles  that  1)  state  laws  and  local  factors  ultimately  determine 
the  role  of  the  nurse;  2)  the  statement  should  be  reviewed  and  any  decision 
should  be  arrived  at  jointly  by  the  medical  and  nursing  professions;  3) 
certain  terms  should  be  clarified;  and  4)  certain  safeguards  should  be 
considered. 

The  Committee  carefully  reviewed  the  literature  available  and  dis- 
cussed the  procedure  of  closed-chest  cardiopulmonary  resuscitation  in 
light  of  their  knowledge  and  experience.   It  was  agreed  that  the  next 
step  was  to  request  a  meeting  with  representatives  of  the  Medical  Society 
to  develop  a  joint  policy  statement  for  nurse  practitioners  in  North 
Carolina.  Correspondence  with  the  appropriate  gentlemen  is  in  progress 
and  we  look  forward  to  a  helpful  meeting. 

The  Committee  has  filed  its  annual  "Survey  of  Activities"  with  ANA 
and  per  usual,  attended  to  a  considerable  amount  of  home  work.

This  Committee  met  on  April  14,  1965,  at  Headquarter 's  Office.  The 
agenda  included  a  review  cf  educational  opportunities  which  are  available 
in  the  State  to  help  nurses  increase  their  knowledge  and  proficiency  in 
care  of  the  chronically  ill  and  aged.  This  included  short-term  traineeship 
programs  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  School  of  Nursing  and  Charlotte 
Rehabilitation  Hospital.  The  Committee  feels  it  has  some  responsibility 
in  promoting  the  interest  of  more  nurses  in  taking  advantage  of  these 
programs . 

On  September  30,  the  Committee  met  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the 
use  of  Home  Makers  Service  to  assist  older  and  chronically  ill  patients. 
In  North  Carolina  this  program  is  now  being  conducted  primarily  by  some 
local  Welfare  Departments  who  provide  this  service  for  their  clients  and 
have  found  it  to  be  successful.  We  believe  this  is  a  service  which  could 
and  should  be  expanded  by  local  voluntary  and  official  health  agencies  to 
make  such  services  available  to  all  segments  of  the  population.  Other 
matters  discussed  were  the  role  of  the  nurse  and  of  this  Committee  in 
nursing  care  in  nursing  homes  and  the  expanding  nursing  home  facilities 
needed  for  implementing  Medicare.  The  group  felt  that  the  Committee  has 
the  responsibility  of  analyzing  ways  of  upgrading  nursing  care  in  nursing 
homes . 

Representatives  of  this  Committee  met  with  the  Joint  Sub-Committee 
on  Chronic  Illness  of  the  State  Medical  Society,  NCSNA,  and  the  State 
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Board  of  Health  at  Headquarter 's  Office  on  the  afternoon  of  September  30, 
1965.  At  this  time  the  group  discussed  the  responsibility  of  each  organi- 
zation in  the  implementation  of  Medicare.  Each  recognizes  the  need  for 
effective  communications,  joint  planning,  and  coordination  of  efforts  in 
order  to  make  the  most  productive  use  of  this  program  for  the  over  sixty- 
five  age  group  and  the  chronically  ill  citizens  of  our  state.  Also,  the 
group  was  informed  of  a  Workshop  for  the  various  health  agencies  and 
organizations  early  in  1966  at  which  time  the  impact  and  implementation  of 
Medicare  will  be  discussed.  This  Workshop  will  be  sponsored  by  the 
Medical  Society's  Committee  on  Chronically  111  and  Aged. 

Representatives  of  the  NCSNA  Committee  were  invited  to  meet  with  the 
Advisory  Council  of  the  Nursing  Home  Section  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
in  January,  1966,  to  discuss  the  Committee's  interest  in  upgrading  nursing 
care  in  nursing  homes.

The  NCSNA  Committee  on  Nursing  in  National  Defense  met  on  June  29, 
1965.  At  this  time,  the  Committee  formulated  a  letter  to  be  submitted  to 
each  district  requesting  that  the  Special  Committee  on  Disaster  or  an 
appointed  committee  develop  a  study  group  on  any  or  all  aspects  of  nursing 
responsibilities  during  disaster.  The  following  materials  were  sent  to 
the  district  committees: 

"Disaster  Nursing  Preparedness  in  a  Hospital  Nursing  Service" 
"Disaster  Nursing  Preparedness  in  a  Practical  Nursing  Program" 
"Disaster  Nursing  Preparation  in  a  Basic  Professional  Program" 
"Nursing  Responsibilities  During  Disaster" 

The  letter  also  requested  that  each  district  send  to  the  Committee, 
names  of  nurses  who  have  participated  in  local  disaster  situations.  It 
was  also  suggested  that  a  summary  of  nursing  activity  in  such  situations 
might  be  helpful  to  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  districts  continue  and  expand  their 
interest  in  the  role  and  preparation  of  nurses  for  activity  during  a 
disaster. 

There  was  much  activity  on  the  part  of  committee  members  throughout 
the  year  relating  to  review  of  literature  and  promoting  of  interest  in 
the  vital  role  of  the  nurse  during  disaster.

The  Executive  Committee  met  in  December  at  the  joint  meeting  of  NCSNA 
Section  Executive  Committees.  In  its  separate  business  session,  the  sec- 
tion executive  committee  completed  lists  of  committee  appointees,  set  up 
a  1966  budget  and  discussed  prevailing  employment  standards  for  General 
Duty  Nurses  over  the  state.  Workshop  plans  and  preferences  were  cited 
and  were  presented  in  the  joint  luncheon  meeting  by  your  Chairman  who 
suggested  that  a  Workshop  on  Cardiac  Diseases  afforded  limitless  potentials 
which  migh  well  be  shared  with  another  section.  The  Private  Duty  Section 
elected  to  co-sponsor  the  proposed  program  and  therefore  avail  greater 
coverage  to  this  subject  which  is  deemed  to  be  of  prime  importance  and 
a  challenge  to  all  nurse  practitioners. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  again  in  Raleigh  on  April  26,  1965,  for 
the  purpose  of  revising  minimum  employment  standards  for  the  section.  The 
following  changes  were  recommended:  Basic  monthly  salary  raised  to 
$350.00,  shift  differentials  raised  to  $20.00  for  night  duty  and  $25.00 
for  evening  duty,  and  the  statement  regarding  sick  leave  revised  to  state 
"additional  sick  leave  without  pay  up  to  180  days  shall  be  granted." 
(Initial  statement  on  cumulative  sick  leave  up  to  90  days  unchanged.) 
We  strongly  urge  that  a  copy  of  the  Statement  of  Functions,  Standards 
and  Qualifications  for  Practice,  accompany  the  Statement  of  Employment 
Standards  when  they  are  sent  to  the  director  of  nursing  and  hospital 
administrators  so  that  these  persons  concerned  with  personnel  policies 
will  be  aware  of  the  statements.  The  stated  standards  and  qualifications 
which  the  general  duty  nurses  have  accepted  as  the  group's  criteria  for 
ethical  professional  practice  and  the  functions  and  qualifications  which 
are  expected  might  be  especially  beneficial  in  those  areas  where  a  better 
balance  is  needed  in  bargaining  for  better  working  conditions  and  for 
defining  jobs. 

At  the  April  26  meeting,  three  section  representatives  to  ANA 
Clinical  Conferences  were  selected.  They  are  Jane  Earp,  Smithfield; 
Shirley  Shupe,  Winston-Salem;  and  Mrs.  Evelyn  Sparks,  Asheville.  Alter- 
nates were  also  named. 

The  section  chairman  attended  both  pre  and  post-convention  meetings 
of  NCSNA  Board  of  Directors  in  October,  the  mid-year  Board  Meeting,  and 
the  meeting  of  the  Coordinating  Council  of  NCLN  and  NCSNA  on  March  17  in 
Charlotte.  Some  of  the  items  of  importance  acted  upon  by  theN3SNA  Board 
of  Directors  which  the  section  supported  were  the  revision  of  Model  Form 
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for  Registry  Rules  for  DNA's,  and  to  the  implementation  of  "Guidelines 
for  Nursing  Education"  in  North  Carolina,  and  proposed  revision  of  the 
Nurse  Practice  Act.  Our  Section  was  represented  also  at  the  public 
hearing  before  the  State  Senate  Committee  on  Public  Health  and  Welfare 
prior  to  passage  of  the  Bill  which  created  a  New  Nurse  Practice  Act. 

Your  chairman  also  attended  the  NCLN  Convention  at  which  time  the 
meetings  dealt  primarily  with  improving  educational  facilities  for 
nurses  and  with  implementation  of  "Guidelines  for  Nursing  Education"  in 
our  state.  Much  helpful  information  was  imparted  in  these  meetings  and 
hopefully  carried  back  to  the  District  Associations  and  shared  in  the 
special  meetings  and  programs  proposed  to  acquaint  nurses  with  the  pur- 
pose and  intent  of  Guidelines. 

Our  Workshop  in  May  on  "Nursing  Care  of  the  Cardiac  Patient"  was 
held  in  Asheville  and  co-sponsored  by  the  Private  Duty  Section.  This 
clinical  program  seemed  highly  successful  in  that  our  attendance  exceeded 
200  with  representatives  from  all  areas.  Helpful,  current  information 
was  imparted  through  excellent  presentations  by  internists,  surgeons, 
and  nurses  describing  both  medical  and  surgical  management,  and  the 
nursing  care  required  for  patients  with  diseased  or  otherwise  malfunctioning 
hearts.  We  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  to  everyone  who  assisted  in 
planning  and  executing  this  informative  program. 

The  Nominations  Committee,  with  Mrs.  Earline  P.  Riddle  as  chairman, 
met  at  Headquarters  in  Raleigh,  June  23,  and  prepared  a  slate  of  officers 
for  presentation  at  the  sections  annual  business  meeting. 

Your  section  chairman  has  served  as  chairman  of  the  Section  Committee 
on  Practice  and  as  a  member  of  NCSNA  Committee  on  Professional  Practice 
and  met  with  the  Committee  in  January,  April,  and  June.  The  enlightenment 
and  personal  gratification  in  meeting  with  this  group  have  been  immeasurable. 
Two  important  matters  considered  by  the  NCSNA  Committee  on  Practice  during 
the  year  are  as  follows: 

1.  A  "Guide  for  Handling  Alleged  Violations  of  the  'Code'  for  Pro- 
fessional Nurses"  by  the  District  Associations.  The  Guide  has 
been  approved  by  NCSNA  Board  and  has  been  sent  to  district 
associations  to  use  as  a  procedure  in  handling  alleged  violations. 

2.  The  revised  Statement  on  "Closed-Chest  Cardiopulmonary  Resuscita- 
tion" from  the  American  Heart  Association  was  discussed  and  the 
possibility  of  developing  a  joint  policy  regarding  this  Statement. 

Your  Chairman  has  been  asked  by  District  One  to  chair  a  Committee 
on  the  Study  and  Evaluation  of  the  Guide  for  Handling  Alleged  Violations 
of  the  Code.  I  feel  that  each  district  should,  through  a  similar  com- 
mittee or  some  other  means,  become  familiar  with  the  intent  and  purpose 
of  this  Guide  and  seriously  consider  its  adoption. 

The  Committee  on  Program,  Chaired  by  Shirley  Shupe,  did  not  meet 
formally,  but  was  consulted  by  phone  and  its  suggestions  were  presented 
by  Mrs.  Evelyn  Sparks  who  was  named  to  the  Convention  Program  which  met 
April  27  at  Headquarters  in  Raleigh.  Their  chosen  subject  matter  will 
be  presented  at  a  luncheon  meeting  at  the  convention. 
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There  is  no  report  from  the  Rules  Committee. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  busy  and  fruitful  one,  and  I  must  gratefully 
acknowledge  the  support  and  assistance  of  the  officers,  other  leaders  of 
the  Association  and  of  the  section  members. 

Though  our  membership  is  showing  some  increase,  we  all  must  continue 
in  our  individual  efforts  to  recruit  new  members.  Our  ranks  of  Association 
members  are  still  too  small!  Total  membership  641  as  of  September  30,  1965.

Progress  of  District  Activities: 

In  November  an  afternoon  Membership  Workshop  was  held  for  nurses  new 
to  the  district  to  acquaint  them  with  the  advantage  of  membership; 
Ann  Pace  attended  the  National  Membership  Conference  in  St.  Louis 
in  April;  visits  to  recruit  members  were  made  to  the  outlying 
parts  of  the  District;  and  Courtesy  membership  cards  and  congra- 
tulatory letters  were  sent  to  all  graduating  seniors.  A  special 
meeting  to  honor  the  graduating  seniors  drew  minimal  attendance, 
oossibly  because  it  was  the  March  meeting  which  is  mid-term  time. 
The  Duke  Symposium  interfered  with  scheduling  this  at  the  April 
meeting. 

Announcements  of  the  District  meetings  were  run  in  all  the  local  news- 
papers. A  full  page  editorial  on  the  crisis  in  Nursing  was 
aublished  by  the  Durham  Sun  Herald,  following  an  interview  by 
3arbara  Short  of  their  staff  with  Mrs.  Nucholls  and  Miss  Pace. 
Consideration  has  been  given  to  a  TV  program  for  recruitment, 
Dut  to  date  no  formal  plans  have  materialized. 

District  Eleven  has  two  honorary  members. 

Incorooration  of  the  Registry  -  The  Durham  Professional  Nurses'  Registry 
«as  formally  incorporated  in  April,  1965.  Mrs.  Ruth  Jacokes 
:ontinues  as  registrar. 

Registry  Committee  -  Due  to  the  increasing  cost  of  operating  the 
Registry,  the  Registry  dues  were  increased  from  $45  to  $50  for 
965,  and  an  increase  to  $55  has  been  approved  for  1966.  The 
Registry  currently  has  64  R.N.'s  and  149  LPN's  on  the  roster. 
An  average  of  312  calls  for  R.N.'s  have  been  received  per  month, 
and  104  have  been  filled.  An  average  of  625  calls  for  LPN's  have 
aeen  received  and  314  have  been  filled. 

The  Nursing  Services  Committee,  under  Ethel  Harrison,  Chairman,  sent 
Questionnaires  to  directors  of  nursing  service  in  hospitals  and 
other  health  agencies  in  the  district  to  determine  the  problems 
which  were  seen  as  hindering  patient  care  and  suggestions  for 
possible  improvement.  The  resultant  data  was  compiled  into  a 
report  which  was  most  helpful  in  preparing  the  major  publicity 
release.  The  Board  of  Directors  plans  to  give  further  considera- 
tion to  the  implications  of  this  report  for  district  activity. 

The  Academy  of  Nursing  Ad  Hoc  Committee  -  In  an  effort  to  continue  to 
study  the  feasibility  of  establishing  an  Academy  of  Nursing  to 
provide  recognition  of  expert  practitioners  of  nursing,  and  a 
channel  for  the  further  development  of  professional  knowledge 
and  skills,  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  sent  questionnaires  to  all 
members  of  the  District,  asking  that  they  identify  the  nurse,  or 
nurses,  whom  they  would  consider  to  be  expert  practitioners.  From 
the  responses  an  advisory  group  was  selected  to  meet  with  the 
Committee.  This  combined  group  accepted  a  set  of  purposes  and 
criteria  for  membership,  and  recommended  that  a  permanent  com- 
mittee be  established  to  continue  work  on  this  proposal. 
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Since  March,  the  regular  monthly  meeting's  of  District  Eleven  have  been 
held  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Durham.  The  church 
parish  house  makes  an  ideal  meeting  place  and  has  contributed  to 
an  increased  attendance  at  meetings.  We  are  grateful  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  church  for  making  this  possible. 

Bylaws  Committee  -  The  Bylaws  committee  has  worked  diligently  to 

up-date  the  Bylaws.  It  is  hoped  that  the  completed  revision  can 
be  brought  to  a  vote  before  the  end  of  this  calendar  year.

Our  Association  studied  and  supported  N.  C.  Senate  Bill  228  which  was 
An  Act  to  Rewrite  and  Consolidate  Articles  9  and  9a  of  the  General 
Statutes  with  Respect  to  the  Practice  of  Nursing.  Letters  were 
written  by  the  committee  and  by  individual  nurses  to  members  of 
the  N.  C.  General  Assembly  from  our  District.  A  reply  was  re- 
ceived from  Senator  J.  Ruffin  Bailey.  Many  nurses  attended  the 
public  hearing,  and  also  visited  and  talked  to  the  legislators. 
Senate  Bill  228  was  passed.  The  committee  recommended  to  the 
Board  of  Directors  that  future  programming  include  a  follow-up 
of  this  bill  to  enable  us  to  understand  and  interpret  to  others 
the  contents  of  this  bill.  This  recommendation  was  approved  and 
plans  are  for  study. 
In  addition,  the  Chairman  of  District  Thirteen  Legislative  Committee, 
and  other  individual  nurses,  wrote  letters  supporting  other 
health  related,  nursing  and  public  health  bills.  Legislation 
which  is  of  interest  to  nurses  includes  the  following: 

1.  The  Motor  Vehicle  inspection  bill  which  was  passed. 

2.  Diploma  schools  of  nursing  subsidies  was  introduced  but 
did  not  pass. 

3.  Senate  Bill  44:  An  act  to  confer  immunity  of  physicians 
and  other  persons  who  report  physical  abuse  and  neglect 
of  children  and  to  amend  sections  of  the  General  Statutes 
to  prevent  conflict  between  statues  as  to  whether  the 
relationship  of  husband  and  wife  or  physician  and  patient 
will  prevent  the  introduction  and  evidence  or  testimony. 
This  bill  was  passed. 
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4.  A  bill  to  provide  for  a  commission  to  study  aging  and  to 
coordinate  the  activities  and  programs  for  the  aging  was 
passed. 

Federal  Legislation 

1.  The  Medicare  Bill,  which  provides  hospitalization  for  the 
aged  under  Social  Security,  passed. 

2.  Appropriations  for  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  passed, 
providing  funds  also  for  the  National  Institutes  of  Health, 
Public  Health  Services  and  Resources  Program. 

3.  The  Community  Health  Services  Act  was  passed.  It  extends 
the  current  immunization  program  and  includes  immunization 
against  measles,  and  other  diseases.  It  also  provides 
health  services  for  migratory  workers  and  grants  to  states 
for  health  services  and  for  the  initial  staffing  of 
community  mental  health  centers. 

4.  The  Antipoverty,  Appalachia  Assistance  Bill  was  passed. 

5.  A  bill  granting  male  nurse  commissions  was  passed. 

Other  bills  have  been  introduced  but  final  action  has  not  been  reported. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Legislative  Committee,  District  Thirteen,  wishes  to 
thank  each  member  of  the  committee  for  the  generous  time  and 
splendid  work  given  to  the  District  this  year.  I  also  wish  to 
thank  each  individual  member  for  letters,  and  support  of  legislation 
concerning  nursing.  I  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  serve  on  this 
committee  and  have  learned  much  from  the  experience.

■leed  and  will  add  to  the  security  of  each  individual  nurse. 
•<rs.  Brocker's  Committee  is  to  be  commended  for  its  fine  work 
in  developing  this  Guide . 

Disaster  Nursing  (Nursing  in  National  Defense) --We  have  named  a 

Special  Committee  on  Disaster  as  requested  in  memo  of  July  8. 
The  Chairman  reports  on  and  later  distributes  literature 
appropriately.  The  hospital  has  set  into  motion  a  large-scale 
disaster  plan  in  which  all  the  District  nurses  participate. 
One  practice  drill  has  already  been  held.  Our  members  aid  in 
the  local  Civil  Defense  work  and  also  work  as  volunteers  during 
periodic  Bloodmobile  visits.  Our  September  meeting  further 
-xplores  this  subject.  We  feel  that  our  nurses  are  particularly 
interested  in  this  important  and  timely  area  of  work.  (Mrs. 
Ellen  Freeman  is  chairman.) 

Public  Relations—District  26  sponsors  an  Annual  Valentine  Dance  and 

Beauty  Contest  which  has  come  to  be  known  as  one  of  the  outstanding 
winter  events.  Proceeds  netted  $926.  This  was  added  to  Dis- 
trict Scholarship  and  Education  Fund.  At  present  there  are  8 
local  young  women  in  nurses'  training  and  3  graduated  in  August 
thru  the  auspices  of  this  fund.  Press,  radio,  and  even  T.  V. 
coverage  stimulates  interest  in  nursing  as  a  career.  Close 
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contact  with  local  merchants  who  sponsor  the  beauty  contestants 
helps  maintain  excellent  public  relations. 

District  was  represented  on  Women's  Advisory  Council  and  assisted  in 
Civic  "clean-up"  campaign. 

Members  participated  in  Heart  Association  Program  and  National  Health 
Week.  Also  represented  on  Health  Career  Panel. 

President  on  planning  committee  of  Western  Area  Nurses'  Conference 
in  conjunction  with  American  Cancer  Society.  Good  publicity 
on  this  in  all  local  areas. 

Newspaper  and  radio  coverage  regarding  meetings.   Several  activities 
were  "front"  page  events --example,  Mrs.  Fannye  Martin  being 
selected  as  Nurse  of  the  Year. 

Encouragement  of  active  interest  in  State  Legislative  Council  and 
good  rapport  with  State  elected  officials  result  in  a  feeling 
of  real  participation  in  most  current  political  issues  relative 
to  nursing . 

Three  of  our  members  hold  offices  in  the  State  Association  and  attend 
meetings  and  report. 

Workshops  have  excellent  attendance. 

District  nurses  speak  at  club  meetings,  churches,  schools,  etc. 

Bylaws  were  revised  this  year. 

Members  provided  clothing  and  money  for  needy  scholarship  student 
at  Christmas. 

Recruitment  of  Student  Nurses--The  Scholarship  chairman  was  busy 
this  year  in  planning  follow-up  contact  with  our  scholarship 
girls  who  have  just  graduated.   (There  is  no  school  of  nursing 
in  this  District.)  A  congratulatory  telegram  was  sent  to  each 
girl  as  she  graduated.  There  is  a  letter  ready  to  be  mailed 
as  soon  as  the  girls  pass  State  Boards  in  which  reduced  rates 
for  new  graduates  are  explained  as  well  as  a  warm  invitation 
to  join  the  district  association.  This  will  be  followed  by  a 
phone  call  from  the  President  immediately  prior  to  the  first 
meeting  these  girls  will  be  able  to  attend.

COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION  FOR  NURSING  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA  OF  NCSNA  AND  NCLN

The  Special  Committee  on  Education  for  Nursing  in  North  Carolina  was 
formed  in  May,  1964,  following  the  endorsement  of  the  "Guidelines  for  Nursing 
Education"  by  the  NCSNA  membership  in  October,  1964.  Members  who  were 
appointed  to  the  Committee  by  the  two  organizations  were:

The  person  who  represented  the  Board  of  Education  was  Mr.  Herman  Porter 
and  from  the  Board  of  Higher  Education,  Dr.  Howard  Boozer. 

The  Committee  met  for  the  first  time  on  November  20,  1964,  and  estab- 
lished plans  to  meet  quarterly  to  accomplish  the  tasks  clearly  assigned  by 
the  "Guidelines "--to  study  and  promote  the  implementation  of  the  recom- 
mendations in  this  report."  The  Committee  members  elected  Janet  Campbell 
the  Committee  Chairman. 

The  Special  Committee  has  held  three  additional  meetings—February  12, 
1965,  April  24,  1965,  and  August  13,  1965.  Replacements  on  the  Committee 
have  been  provided  for  those  appointed  to  one  year  terms— Mrs.  Naomi  Wynn, 
NCSNA,  and  Audrey  Booth,  NCLN.  The  new  representative  for  the  Board  of 
Education  is  Mr.  Kenneth  Oleson. 

The  objectives  of  the  Committee  throughout  the  past  year  have  been 
twofold:  (1)  to  give  direction  and  encouragement  to  NCSNA  and  NCLN  in  their 
efforts  to  implement  the  "Guidelines,"  (2)  to  provide  interpretation  on 
the  "Guidelines'"  goals  to  interested  and  concerned  groups  in  North 
Carolina  and  throughout  the  United  States. 

In  accomplishing  the  second  objective,  NCSNA  has  asked  each  District  to 
hold  a  special  meeting,  open  to  both  member  and  nonmember  nurses,  to  inform 
all  nurses  about  the  "Guidelines"  and  their  implications.  Names  of  resource 
persons  willing  to  speak  on  the  "Guidelines"  were  provided.  Many  districts 
have  held  such  meetings  reported  in  the  District  reports  in  this  Annual 
Report. 

The  second  objective  has  also  been  implemented  by  the  Special  Committee 
through  conferences  held  with  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
North  Carolina  Hospital  Association.  At  this  meeting,  questions  expressed 
by  members  of  their  organization  pertaining  to  the  "Guidelines"  were 
answered,  and  interpretation  of  the  long-range  nature  of  the  goals  was 
reinforced. 

Further  interpretation  has  been  undertaken  through  a  joint  meeting  of 
the  Special  Committee  with  members  of  the  Physician's  Committee  on  Nursing 
of  the  Medical  Society  of  North  Carolina  and  their  Executive  Secretary. 
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The  interpretation  of  the  "Guidelines"  presented  at  this  meeting  was  later 
mailed  to  the  total  membership  of  the  Physician's  Committee  on  Nursing  to 
provide  further  clarification  of  the  intent. 

Both  nursing  organizations  have  given  liberal  coverage  to  the  "Guide- 
lines" in  their  official  publications.  Plans  are  now  being  completed  to 
secure  publication  of  the  "Guidelines"  in  an  appropriate  national  nursing 
journal  with  an  interpretation  of  their  intent,  to  provide  nationwide  under- 
standing of  the  progress  North  Carolina's  nurses  are  making  through  imple- 
mentation of  the  "Guidelines."  Ongoing  clarification  has  been  provided 
by  NCSNA  staff  to  correct  impressions  in  lay  and  professional  journals  about 
"Guidelines." 

The  first  objective,  to  give  direction  and  encouragement  to  NCSNA  and 
NCLN  in  implementing  the  "Guidelines,"  is  also  being  accomplished.  NCSNA 
has  worked  through  the  EACT  Section  to  improve  standards  for  faculty  posi- 
tions, as  "Guidelines"  endorses.  NCLN  has  intensified  its  activities  in 
cooperation  with  Health  Careers  on  recruitment  and  has  undertaken  two  major 
tasks  in  the  realm  of  clinical  resources.  One  is  to  assist  in  the  improve- 
ment of  nursing  services  to  make  more  resources  usable  as  clinical  facilities 
by  demonstrating  improved  patient  care.  A  second  group  is  developing  criteria 
for  the  identification  of  possible  clinical  resources  in  a  community. 
Another  NCLN  group  has  helped  schools  of  nursing  prepare  to  seek  NLN 
consultation. 

The  Special  Committee  is  working  in  close  cooperation  with  all  groups 
concerned  with  the  improvement  of  nursing  services  and  nursing  education. 
A  goal  toward  which  the  several  nursing  committees  are  working  is  an  overall 
plan  for  an  orderly  pattern  of  expansion  of  nursing  education  facilities 
throughout  the  state.  This  plan  will  assure  provision  to  the  state  of 
potential  graduates  of  professional  and  technical  programs  in  appropriate 
proportions  to  the  nursing  needs  of  the  state.
